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English teams banned from Europe

UEFA, European soccer's governing body, in an 
unprecedented move, has banned English teams 
indefinitely from European competition following 
rioting at thesEuropean Cup final in Brussels that 
left 38 dead. (see page 2). 

The decision came after a two hour and 40 minute 
meeting of UEFA‘s executive committee in Basel, UEFA 
president Jacques Georges told a news conference. 

Nine committee members, including the representative 
from Scotland, were present and two, from the Soviet 
Union and Italy, were absent. 





The committee referred action specifically against Liv- 
erpool club, whose fans have been widely blamed for the 
deadly stampede, to its control and disciplinary commis- 
sion, 


The English football association last Friday had volun- 
tarily withdrawn its professions! teams from European 
competition for one year. Belgium, on the same day, im- 
posed an indefinite ban on all British teams, from 
schoolboys to professionals, including those from Scot- 
land, Wales and Northern Ireland. 
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Plans for the European Super 
Cup, the annual prestige fixture 
between the holders of the Eu- 
ropean Cup and Cup Winners’ 
Cup, to be played in Monte 
Carlo, have been scrapped be- 
cause of fears of violence. 








Bui the Monaco government’s decision had 
been taken well before last week’s European 
Cup Final tragedy in Brussels, Monaco Foot- 
ball Club’s president, Jean-Louis Campora, 
said, 


When the New Stade Louis Il Stadium was 
opened earlier this year, Monte Carlo had 
planned to sign a contract with UEFA to host 
the match over three years. 


Campora said the decision had come even 
before Everton, Liverpool’s Merseyside Riy- 
als, had beaten Rapid Vienna 3-1 to win the 
Cup Winners’ Cup in Rotterdam on May 15. 


“Ii football has got to be what it was last 
week then there should be no more football at 
that level,” added Campora. 


However, Juventus satisfied one of the most 
powerful and long-held ambitions in inter- 
national club soccer Jast week when it beat 
holder Liverpool 1-0 in a European 
Champions’ Cup final which will be remem- 
bered for crowd disturbances which. led to at 
least 40 fans being killed and 350 injured when 
a wall collapsed during a stampede by rioting 
supporters. 


Frenchman Michel Platini, the European 
Footballer of the Year, converted a penalty 
after 57 minutes. = 


The artistic midfielder had created the 
opening with a superb raking pass from deep 
in-his own half to the feet of Zbigniew Boniek, 
racing through in the centre-forward position. 


The Polish international striker accelerated 
' through the middle of the Livérpool defence, 
but was brought down just outside the penalty 
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area by Gary Gillespie. A penalty was awar- 


ded and Platini stroked the ball wide of Bruce 
Grobbelaar’s right hand for the winner. 


Juventus returned from the Cup carnage to 
a muted welcome as Turin mourned the 
deaths of football fans in the riot in Brussels. 


Sporadic outbursts of cheering and clapping 
among a handful of Juventus supporters who 
welcomed their victorious team at the airport 
contrasted starkly with the tense, haggard ex- 
pressions of the players. 


“The European Cup has always been a 
cursed trophy,”’ a Juventus supporter, Ugo 
Fabbri, said on his return to Turin. “After 
many failures we have finally won it but now 
it is covered in blood.” 


Platini told reporters that if the two teams 
had not agreed to play after the riots “‘all hell 
would have broken loose’. 


“At the beginning of the match I had the im- 
pression we had walked onto a battlefield. 
Then, as the game got going, the tension eas- 
ed,” Platini said. 


“But, afterwards in the changing room we 
were all seized by remorse at the thought of 
the people who had died and of their families. 
When we got to the hotel we did nothing be- 
cause there was nothing to celebrate.”’ 


European newspapers last week proclaimed 
the game of soccer dead after 41 people were 
killed in Belgium. 


“The day football died,” Britain’s “Daily 
Express” announced in banner headlines with 
graphic photographs of the dead and dying 
before the match between Liverpool and Ju- 
ventus. 


“Surveying ‘tthe scenes at the Heysel Sta- 
dium last night, it is hard to resist the con- 
clusion that the game of seccer is now dead,” 
“The Times” of London said in an editorial. 


“L’Equippe’’, France’s daily sporting paper 
and one of the founders of the European Cup, 
— “If this is what football has become, let 
t die.”’

Who is the greatest goalkeeper of all 


time? 

If you conducted an 
opinion poll, I would guess 
the majority would go for 
Lev Yashin, perhaps 
Gordon Banks, Ricardo 
Zamora, or maybe even 
Vladimir Beara. 

But they would be only opin- 
ions, based on whom and what 
one has been abie to see — and 
few, for instance, could have 
seen both Zamora and Banks 
in the one lifetime. 

So we turn to the more arbi- 
trary method of statistics — 
and there the best of all time 
turns out to be Sepp Maier, 
West Germany’s steady 
custodian of the ’60s and '70s. 

Measuring the number of 
games played (for the national 
team) against the number of 
goals conceded, Maier pips 
Yashin by 0.1 goal a game. 

Maier played 95 games for 
West Germany, conceding 79 
goals for a match average of 
0,93. The great Soviet con- 
ceded 72 goals in 78 inter- 
national for 0.94 a game. 

The figures, with the career 
span listed first, followed by 
games played, goals conceded 
and average achieved, make 
interesting reading.

Frank Arok’s tendency to 
favor older, more experienced 
players is well known. The 
withdrawal by Alex Robertson 
from the national squad on the 
eve of the current tournament 
amplified the need, as Arok 
sees it, for experienced men. 

The sweeper position, and 
any position in the hub of the 
defence, as Arok points out, is 
one for commanding men: 
players with a steadying in- 
fluence and status vis a vis 
teammates 


For instance there are other 
fine, cultured, talented sweep- 
ers, even liberos (which Rob- 
ertson is) around — likeTony 
Dakos or Rob Wheatley for 
example. 


But in a national team, full 
of colleagues with status 
higher than their own, their 
age is a problem. Imagine a 
Wheatley trying to command a 
Kosmina, a Watson or a Soper 
from the back, prompting 
them with passes delivered 
where he wants them, not 
where they want them 


How fine it would be to have 
Vedran Rozic in the team. He 
commands by his mere pres- 
ence. Even without shouting, 
his very passes are com-

mands, instructions to Patikas 
Arnold, Jurin, Odzakov and the 
others on where to run and 
what to do. 

In the sense of tactical 
evolution, Rozic’s arrival in 
Australia may turn out to be 
an historic development in the 
Australian game 


His role is desperately im- 
portant to Sydney Croatia's ex- 
cellence. Rozic's positional 
play, his ability to launch once 
he gains possession, is as 
much part of Croatia's make- 
up as it was of Hajduk Split 
when he was there. 


Due to our being influenced 
by Britain, and not by Conti- 
nental Europe, the sweeper 
role has not been too dominant 
a part of Australia’s club foot- 
ball. 





Rozic is an example of how 
effectively Continental clubs 
use sweepers and if Croatia 
wins anything this season, 
other clubs — hopefully — 
might be tempted to copy. 


The audience reaction to 
SBS television’s recent scree- 
ning of the 1960 European Cup 
Final between Real Madrid 
and Eintracht Frankfurt was 
by far the most heart-warming 
experience in my years of tele- 
Vision. 

I do not boast, for it wasn't 
anybody at SBS who scored 
those goals for Puskas and Di 
Stefano, and executed those 
precocious dribbles and bursts 
of speed for Gento.

Rio de Janeiro can, 
with considerable justifi- 
cation, claim to be the 
hub of the soccer-playing 
world. 


The Maracana Stadium is still the 
game’s greatest monument; the 
Copacabana beach championships 
are a unique spectacle of mass parti- 
cipation; no city has produced a 
greater amount of truly world class 
players; nowhere else are the fans 
more fanatical and knowledgeable; 
and only London boasts a larger 
number of full-time professional 
clubs than Rio’s six. 


Among Rio’s half dozen major 
clubs, Flamengo — indisputably is 
the most popular — being “‘The

mense support from the masses and 
Fluminense attracts following large- 
ly from the affluent middle class. 


Like Flamengo, enthusiasts of 
Vasco da Gama, Rio’s “Third Club”, 
can be found widely distributed, but 
ethnic Portuguese form the hard 
core of its support. 


Luzitania members then turned to 
the Vasco da Gama Sailing Club 
(formed in 1898 and named after the 
famous Portuguese navigator), or- 
ganised a football section and, under 
its banner, joined the Rio Third Divi- 
sion in 1915. 


The first Rio championship 
success came in 1923 and when 
Brazil travelled to the initial World 
Cup tournament at Montevideo 
seven years later, it included three 
Vasco players in its party. 


After gaining its third Rio 
championship success in 1929 (ha- 
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® Leonidas, 1938 World Cup 
top scorer with eight goals. 
Fluminense), Vasco had to wait 
until 1945 for another triumph. 

This heralded what is called “‘The 





1952, it was Rio champion five 
times. 

Little wonder then that Brazil 
based its 1950 World Cup team upon 
Vasco. Five of its players lined up 
against Uruguay in the final at the 
Maracana — a game which the home 
team merely needed to draw to 
become World Champion, But it lost 
2-1, and cast a nation into long and 
bitter mourning. 

The club also was well represent- 
ed within that superb Brazilian com- 
bination of 1958 which crushed 
Sweden 5-2 in a scintillating Final. 
Captain Luizi Bellini, defender Or- 
lando and striker Vava, who also 
won a winners’ medal four years 
later, all were Vasco men. 

1958 provided another milestone 
when Vasco won its first National 
Championship. At that time, the 
competition was confined solely to 
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In 1966, it shared the title with 
Corinthians, Santos and Botafogo, 
but its success in winning the 1974 
title outright (three seasons after 
the Championship, or “Copa Brasil” 
as it was now known, became a truly 
nationwide event), must be regard- 
ed as the finest achievement to date. 


The Jast moment of glory came in 
1982, when 122,481 fans paid record 
receipts of US$380,000 to see Vasco 
beat Flamengo 1-0 in the Rio 
Championship decider. This was its 
15th title (compared with Fluminen- 
se’s 26, Flamengo’s 20 and the seven 
for Botafogo). 


By becoming a finalist in the 
national tournament however, 
Vasco gained entry into the 1985 Lib- 
ertadores Cup and will be using its 
Australian tour as preparation 
towards forthcoming first round en- 
counters with Argentina’s Argen-

this level, due to the brilliant form of 
Spurs’ left winger Ally Dick and left 
back Mark Bowen, and the in- 
effectiveness of Australia’s right mid- 
fielder, Joe Watson, in the first half.

Referee Stewart Mellings set a dan- 
gerous precedent in declining to send 
off Spurs’ centre back Paul Miller, and 
perhaps Socceroo captain John Kosmi- 
na, and showing Graham Roberts of 
Spurs so much leniency.

It 
was blatant, cynical expediency and 
under the rules, as a second offence, 
should have been punished with a 
send-off, 


During the fracas that followed the 
foul on Patikas, Roberts pushed Kos- 
mina in the face, yet Mellings did 
nothing. 

Six minutes later, as Patikas again 
was storming away, Roberts slung his 
arm in front of Patikas’s neck, then 
dived onto the ball and grabbed it with 
his hands. Mellings did nothing. About 
five minutes from the end, after 
Gomez and Roberts had scrambled for 
the ball, Roberts got up off the ground 
and pushed Gomez in the face. Again, 
no punishment. 


Kosmina’s worst offence was his 
Square-up on Miller only a minute 
after Miller had fouled Kosmina. The 
yellow card was flashed for that one. 

I make a point of all this only be- 
cause of the ugly scenes we saw during 
last year’s World Series, when players 
were allowed to punch each other in 
full view of the referee.

Should try to make sure that all 
players stay on the park.

It took a Scholar 
to save Spurs

Irving Scholar is not only the youngest 
Football League club chairman in Britain, 
but probably the fittest too. 


As Spurs practised at Middle Park for their tilt with Australia 
at the MCG last Wednesday night, I watched club physio Mike 
Varney put Scholar through the same rigorous regime of 
sprints, push-ups and body squats that he was giving Nigerian 
international winger John Chiedozie, who was trying to pass a 
fitness test. 

Scholar, a 37-year-old property millionaire, took over Spurs 
in 1982, and found the club on the edge of bankruptcy. The new 
west stand just had been built, and as a result, the club had the 
biggest debt in the Football League, somewhere between $10 
million and $15 million, 

“‘] was quite shocked. I don’t thirk anyone appreciated at the 
time how close we were to the edge,"’ said Scholar. 

Debts of that size might worry ordinary folk, but to million- 
aire developers they probably are run of the mill, especially in 
the city of London, and SchoJar tackled the problem vigorously, 
and in the way he knew best, or as he puts it modestly: “By 
applying normal business practices.” 

“As for the debts’’, he continues, ‘tas you know, to cancel 
them we floated on the Stock Exchange. To be honest, I just 
couldn’t’ believe that no-one had ever tried it before. In every 
other industry in this country (Britain), there are sectors 
quoted on the Stock Exchange, why should football be any dif- 
ferent?’’ 

Why indeed . . . are you listening, Lindsay Fox? 

Now, everywhere that Tottenham goes, club presidents ask 
Scholar about his venture onto the Stock Exchange, which in 
every way has been a big success, and bear in mind that Totten- 
ham’s annual turnover is in the region of $10 million. 

Francis Borelli, president of Paris St. Germain, and Willi 
Hoffman, president of Bayern Munich are only two football 
bosses who have been impressed by the Tottenham approach, 
and Scholar says that both Real Madrid and Barcelona would be 


happy to follow suit if Spanish law allowed football clubs to be 


run by limited companies instead of by committees. 

“‘When people say we are insular, I suppose that’s true from 
the football point of view, but from the business point of view, 
we are the envy of Europe.”

Macleod approached the 
committee to clarify the situ- 
ation, only to find that the 
(eam manager's version was 
correct. Macleod then spoke 
privately to Fawkner presi- 
dent Carlo Graffeo 


“Carlo Graffeo told me that 
he was sorry about the situ- 
ation. I told him that I was the 
man who decided who should 
or not play and there was no 
way I was going to allow the 
committee to interfere in 
team selection,” said Macl- 
eod. 


“What sort of respect would 
I have got from my players if 
I'd backed down? 


“Carlo told me I'd have to 
resign. I said: No way. | was 
determined to stick by the 
players. So Carlo told me that 
I was sacked.” 


Graffeo says the committee 
originally had decided to sack 
assistant coach Billy Milne be- 
cause "the reserves weren't 
progressing well enough.” 


Macleod claims that the 
Milne issue was an attempt by 
the club to sidetrack from the 
main point which he claims to 
be committee interference in 
team selection 


Graffeo admitted that ‘‘the 
committee wanted a couple of 
changes made to the first 
team. After all, it’s the com- 
mittee that runs the club, not 
the coach,” he said. 


When the players were told 
that Macleod and Milne were 
sacked. they came out in sup- 
port of both coaches and asked 
the committee to reconsider, 
but the situation could not be 
changed 


] went straight to the 
plavers and told them what 
had happened, even though the 


committee didn’t want’ me 
lo Said Macleod 
There were three com- 


mitteemen at my meeting 
with the players and these 
commitieemen admitted that 
the committee had demanded

But back to the Milne issue 

‘Billy was going to leave 
three weeks ago anyway. He 
only held on to help me out,” 
said Macleod 


‘*He’d been having problems 
with the committee over team 
selection.

other reserve player has his 
uncle on the committee.” 


Macleod was in his second 
year as. coach of Fawkner. 
Under him, the club won the 
Dockerty Cup last year, its 
first major Victorian honor, 
and finished in third place in 
State League. The reserves, 
under Milne, were runners-up 
in last year’s Armstrong Cup 
and finished fifth in the league. 
When Macleod and Milne were 
sacked, the firsts were third 
and the reserves with ninth. 


“As far as I'm concerned 
Ive left Fawkner with my 
head held high,"’ said Macleod.
